' Selectman Michael McCoy's hear- 
ing with the Massachusetts Alcoho- 
lic Beverages Control Commission 
as been postponed until Wednes- 
day, Jan. 24 at the ABCC offices in 
Boston.

Altman said 
Monday night that he made: the 
request on the behalf of selectmen, 
who requested Altman move to 
postpone the hearing. 
"We agreed to accommodate the 
town," McCoy stated, 
Altman said he representing "the

could have ultimately swayed vo- 
ters. 

Caira remained firm, charging 
that he felt, in the spirit of collective 
bargaining, the Quinn Bill should 
have been agreed upon there and 
then presented to voters in "a united 
front.” 

In any case, members of the police 
department circumvented the col- 
lective bargaining process and took 
the issue directly to voters, who res- 
ponded by giving them the increas- 
ed incentive. 

The Quinn Bill will bump educa- 
tion incentives for officers to 10 
percent of current base salary for an 
associates degree, 20 percent for a 
bachelor's degree and 25 percent 
for a master's degree. Depending 
on which side's numbers you be- 
lieve the program will cost the town 


either $30,000 (police representa- 
tive estimate) or a minimum of 
$92,000, not including overtime 
(Caira’s figure). 

The "minimum" comes from Cai- 
ra's claim that while a 1987 state 
provision calls for the common- 
wealth to reimburse cities and towns 
50 percent of Quinn Bill incentive 
payments, the law does not guaran- 
tee it. The state, Caira said, has in 
many cases refused to pay, sticking 
the community with a larger share 
than anticipated. 

Caira also maintained that the 
Quinn Bill will take control away 
from the town, and give it to the 
State, in terms of which disciplines 
degrees earned in will be eligible 
for Quinn Bill bonuses. Currently, 
the town grants incentives for 
officers with degrees in law en- 


forcement or criminal justice, but 
under state guidelines, the list will 
be expanded to include such liberal 
arts disciplines as English, math and 
chemistry, Caira said. 

Caira attacked insinuations that a 
stance against the Quinn Bill 
amounted to a slight on the town's 
officers. He agreed with statements 
made at the meeting that Wilming- 
ton police do an outstanding job, but 
added "Nobody is suggesting that 
the police officers in this commu- 
nity are not worth it and they know 
It 

Caira reasoned to voters that the 
town A) has an excellent police 
department, B) has an incentive 
program, but, C) does not have the 
Quinn Bill, and still ... see A.

prevailing side of the board of 
selectmen," or, the two members 
that voted against issuing the 
license. 

While McCoy sat out because of 
the obvious conflict, Selectmen 
Chairman Diane Allan and Select- 
man Dan Wandell voted against the 
license, while Selectmen Jim Roon- 
ey and Robert Cain voted in favor 
of granting McCoy the license. The 
motion failed for lack of a majority, 
the second time in two years McCoy 
was denied by a 2-2 vote. McCoy 
has since publicly accused Allan of 
casting a politically motivated, con- 
flicted vote against McCoy, charges 
Allan denies.

Restaurants in 
industrial zone okayed

By a fairly quick and easy vote, 
Wilmington Special Town Meeting 
voters approved a change to the 
town's zoning by-laws that will 
allow limited service restaurants in 
General Industrial areas. 

The article, which required a 2/3 
vote, was the second to come up for 
a vote and breezed through, 205-34. 

Local businessman Jim Mahoney, 
who has lived in Wilmington for the 
past nine years and two years ago 
relocated his Por-shun, Inc. food 
distributorship from Woburn to 
Upton Drive, sponsored the article. 

Mahoney, who worked out com- 
promises with the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board prior to submitting the 
article's final draft, gave a brief 
presentation on its behalf. 

"Where we're located it takes 15 
minutes to get to the nearest restau- 
rant," he said, adding that many 
employees in the area, Wilming- 
ton's largest industrial zone, get 
only a half hour for lunch. 

The compromise entailed special 
permit criteria for any restaurant 
built in a G.I. zone. Guidelines stip- 
ulate that "the maximum gross floor 


area ... shall not exceed 2,500 
square feet on any one lot" and that 
"in any one continuous district 
zoned General Industrial," the total 
maximum gross floor area ... shall 
not exceed 7,500 square feet 

Mahoney said in his presentation 
that the special permit requirements 
were put in to allow the service to 
be provided while "maintaining the 
integrity of a General Industrial 
zone." 

Only one resident, Robert McCoy, 
owner of Pizza Mia, in North Wil- 
mington, questioned the article, 
though he did not state opposition to 
it. McCoy was concemed with how 
many restaurants would be able to 
go in as a result of the special 
permit, to,which Planning Board 
Chairman Dick Longo replied that 
the article's restrictions were 
designed to “not limit competition 
but not have proliferation.” 

Prior to submitting the article, 
Mahoney announced that he plans to 
build and lease a small, limited 
service restaurant on his Upton 
Drive property designed to serve 
his and other area employees.”

Butters Row land rezoned

When Article 12, a rezoning pro- 
posal to shift nine acres of residen- 
tial property on Butters Row from 
R-60 to R-20, an article carrying a 
recommendation of disapproval 
from the Wilmington Planning 
Board, was called late in Monday's 
Special Town Meeting, it looked 
doomed for sure 

Until petitioner Dolores Grasso 
rose, with help, and steadied, made 
her way to the microphone in the 
Wilmington High School Barrows 
Auditorium to make the motion to 
accept the article. 

“This is the only money I have 
until I die," Grasso said in her clos- 
ing statement after the question had 
been moved for a vote. “And, if I 
die next year ... it's my son’s inheri- 
tance." That appeared to be enough 
and Grasso got the required 2/3 vote 
from townspeople, 139-44. 

Rezoning articles, particularly 
ones that will pave the way for large 
housing subdivision, as this one is 
expected to, have not fared well at 


recent town meetings. Still, despite 
kindly opposition from neighbors, 
including Christine Ondreika, of 
Marion Street Extension, who 
argued that "zoning is a measure to 
protect our open space, to protect 
our water resources," and Susan 
Earls, of Butters Row who 
maintained that the town's school 
and roads couldn't withstand the 
additional traffic that would accom- 
pany such a development, Grasso 
prevailed 

Voters in support of Grasso 
pointed to the fact that the land 
would be sold now as R-60 without 
the rezoning and that sooner or later 
it would be shifted to R-20, likely 
by a developer.. Why shouldn't 
Grasso receive all she can, now, 
they asked? 

"I just think she should get what 
she deserves," said Ralph Grassia Jr. 
of Chestnut Street. 

In the end, she did, at least accor- 
ding to a 2/3 majority at town meet- 
ing. ‘

In praise of a football squad

The Town Crier would here like to take one last opportunity to 
thank and congratulate the 1995 edition of the Tewksbury 
Memorial High Schoo! football team on its sensational season and 
glorious route to the Division 2B Super Bowl. It was quite a ride. 

With no slight to boards of selectmen anywhere, covering 
Tewksbury football this season was by far the single most 
pleasurable, rewarding and satisfying endeavor of my young 
journalism career. From head coach Bob Aylward to the end of 
the bench and their fans in the stands, this team exuded positive- 
ness, enthusiasm and excellence in every area. 

And though exceptional in areas of class, talent, diligence, effort 
and performance, these athletes and coaches represent more the 
norm than the exception. High school athletics in general, in both 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, provide hope, fun, competition, 
excitement in a tangible, easily accessible setting. My simple 
advice: support high school athletics. 

Every tiny dollar spent to attend a high school athletic event 
counts as an investment in the community, an investment in the 
future of our young people. It is a dollar given to a spirit of 
competition untainted by dollars; a dollar used to keep the lights 
on, not buy Porches. 

For the price of admission to any of dozens of high school sport- 
ing events for a small family for an entire season, one could make 
one trip to watch overpaid egomaniacs gear up for their next con- 
tract negotiations, and not necessarily give you a good show for 
your buck. Every trip to Foxboro Stadium or Fleet Bank's 
newest and largest ATM is a huge buck thrown into the vast 
pocket of some millionaire who cares about you as deeply as he 
can get into your shallow pockets. 

Last Sunday, the day after Tewksbury lost to Walpole, I took a 
trip to the aforementioned home of the New England Patriots. 
Scant miles from each other, the two settings were at least two 
worlds apart - from a small stadium where after the game one 
mother of a Tewksbury player shouted congratulations to the 
team that had just beaten her son and his team, to a, OK, small 
stadium where one man beat another senseless in the parking lot 
because he wouldn't give him a beer (true story, and I saw the 
swollen knuckles and twisted look to prove it). The weekend of 
football seemed to me the equivalent of going to a strip joint on 
Saturday night and church on Sunday morning, only in reverse 
order. 

Salvation lies at home, at the high school level, in young men 
and women playing a game for fun in front of people who aren't, 
generally speaking, out to right the wrongs of a disenchanted life 
but to encourage, nurture and support the budding lives on 
display and in action. As easy as it may be to get caught up in the 
debauchery, the mindlessness, the crassness, the miserableness of 
professional sports, it is even easier to get involved in the 
positives, the pleasure, the pure joy of high school athletics. It's 
an investment of time and money unequaled in return or value. It 
is an investment in the future. 


With all its faults

"Sometimes people at town meeting vote in an emotional way, 
sometimes more in an intellectual way," said Town Manager 
Michael Caira, still apparently reeling from the passage, despite 
his strong resistance, of the "Quinn Bill" education incentive 
program for police officers. The comment, meant, it seemed, to 
stand alone, came during discussion on the Butters Row rezoning 
proposed by Dolores Grasso, which passed just after the Quinn 
Bill was voted in by Wilmington residents at Monday night's 
Special Town Meeting. 

It was easy to see why Caira may have been frustrated. Despite 
negative recommendations from town boards on the two articles, 
pleas from hardworking police officers on one hand, and a sick 
woman on the other, got the better, in Caira's mind one can guess, 
of voter's judgment and will ultimately cost them. 

But on this night, emotion carried the day - the teary ayes had it. 

The meeting's results - which also included the failure of a 
proposed sewer project on Webber Street under the Betterments 
Act because of pleas from an elderly man and his son that the man 
would be forced to assume an $11,000 bill he couldn't afford; and 
the passage of a multi-lot rezoning to allow Robert Williams to 
build houses for his daughters on his Woburn Street land - have 
helped spark debate over how the town should conduct its 
business. Some have suggested it move to a representative form 
of town meeting government, as Burlington has, wherein 
representatives are voted to conduct the town's business. 

The answer, to me, is more simple. 

Town meeting is really the last bastion of true democracy in 
America. It must be preserved. 

That said, FinCom member Dick Duggan's bombastic rhetorical 
tirade meant to promote democracy and the Williams article and 
containing such sound bites as "This is not a dictatorship!" and 
then "I just hope that after everything you hear tonight you will 
go along with me," is all the proof anyone should need that Town 
Meeting voters must truly use their heads and not their hearts. 

The Williams article is fine, and Duggan was right when he said 
that voters should not have to vote on it twice (this vote was 
another attempt at accomplishing the same thing done at April's 
Annual Town Meeting, which was shot down by the state attorney 
general's office as illegal spot zoning). Of course, state laws exist 
for a reason, though some are more reasonable than others and 
that is a column for a different time and circumstance. Pure 
democracy must prevail, should be binding and should not have to 
be redundant.

In the end, the voters must be allowed to decide and, as a matter 
of course, must then live with any consequences.

A town meeting in Reading, on 
November 17 passed an "Historical 
Bylaw." The debate used two hours 
before the bylaw was passed. 

As written, the Demolition 
Review Bylaw gives the Historical 
Commission the power to delay the 
demolition of a building that has 
historical significance in Reading. 
When a property owner requests a 
permit for demolition the 
commission will review the 
building, and hold a public hearing 
ito determine whether the 
‘demolition will be detrimental to 
the historical significance to the 
‘community. 

If it is determined that there is 
historical significance the issuance 
of a permit may be delayed for no 
more than six months, during which 
time the commission members will 
work with the owner, state and local 
officials to try to find an alternative 
to demolishing the building. 

As written, the property owner 
would be forced to pay for the 
mailing, posting or publishing the 
required notices. But an amendment 
was passed so that the town will pick 
up those costs.

There is a lot of excitement at 
Challenge Unlimited, a therapeutic 
riding program at Ironstone Farm 
in Andover. You can see it in the 
smiles of the many riders as they 
approach their horses and ponies to 
begin their lessons. The riders may 
have a variety of disabilities. They 
include cerebral palsy, multiple 
sclerosis, autism, visual and hearing 
impairments and other physical and 
mental disabilities. 

Ironstone Farm. a picturesque 
horse farm just off Route 133 near 
Route 93, has been owned and 
operated by Dick Donovan since 
1960. Deedee O'Brien, who is 
certified in occupational education 
and is the Director of Challenge 
unlimited, has a staff that includes 
nine instructors, three therapists 
and coaches for the Special 
Olympics 

To understand the concept behind 
Challenge Unlimited, Deedee 
O'Brien explains. "The idea of 
using horses is: to build a.bond 
between the animal and the disabled 


person, with the horse's gait helping 
the rider tense and relax muscles to 
improve strength, control, balance 
and endurance. When a person 
straddles a walking horse, the 
movement is the same as walking 
themselves. The person is 
strengthening and improving in 
balance and coordination and 
learning to right themselves if they 
start to topple 

Volunteers play an important role 
in the success of the program. They 
either handle the horse or pony as 
the client performs grooming and 
tacking tasks before riding, or help 
the client through these tasks. Then, 
the volunteer will either lead the 
horse or walk beside the client 
offering support and guidance. 

Challenge Unlimited is hard at 
work both with fund raising efforts 
to help meet the needs of the 
growing program, with 
recruiting volunteers. If you'd like

Shawsheen Tech 
Nursing program 
update 


One hundred percent of the 1995 
graduates of the School of Practical 
Nursing at Shawsheen Tech, are 
working and many are making 
excellent salaries. 

Barbara Ahern, Shawsheen 
Coordinator of Health Services, 
notes that all 35 adults who 
completed the 10 month program at 
Shawsheen Tech are employed; in 
addition, most have taken and 
passed the licen amination to 
become Licensed Practical Nurses, 
or LPNs. 

"Their salaries are quite good, 
with a range of $11 to $25 an hour." 
noted Ahern. The average salary is 
$14 to $16, with full benetits, she 
added. “In these days and times, it is 
incredible that we placed so many,” 
she said: Graduates are employed at 


hospitals, physician's offices 
continuing care facilities, and acute 
care units. Employees include, 


Lahey Clinic, Blaire House in 
Tewksbury, the Veterans’ Hospital 
in Bedford, Mediplex in Lexington, 
Cambridge Urological Associates, 
Advantage Health and Braintree 
Hospital. 

Many are working as charge 
nurses, a skill they learned at the 
Tech said Ahern. During their last 
month of clinical training, students 
worked as charge nurses under the 
aegis of instructors. "This helped to 
give them confidence in their 
abilities and practice in their skills,” 
asserted Ahern. 

While some other programs 
placed one quarter or one half of 
their graduates, Shawsheen placed 
them all.

from 6 to 9 for six weeks. Cost is 
$120. To sign up, or for further 
information about the program, call 
508-663-2722. 

Now in its second year, the 
practical nursing program attracts 
people of all ages, from all walks of 
life. said Ahern. The 1995 class 
included students from age 18 to 55; 
many worked full time in addition 
to going to school from 5 to 10 four 
evenings and weekends. Several 
were college graduates in 
non-medical fields of study, others 
included homemakers, nurse's 
aides, a computer operator, a 
nanny, a research assistant and 
more. The program begins in the 
fall with intensive classroom 
training and a nursing laboratory, 
where students practice and master 
skills in the lab before they take 
them to clinical facilities. Students 
go out weekends and one weekday, 
beginning with four months of 
fundamentals of nursing at 
Tewksbury Hospital. Other 
affiliates include Winchendon 
Hospital, Emerson Hospital and 
New England Pediatric. Students 
intern in acute medical surgical 
units. telemetry, emergency room, 
maternity and respiratory, among 
others. "This is Big Gun nursing,” 
affirms Ahern. 

Following graduation, students 
take the licensing exam. Thirty-one 
have taken the exam; the others are 
scheduled to take it within the next 
couple of months. 


Ahern believes not only her 
placement figure is impressive; a 
completion rate of 35 students out 
of 40 is too. "They are here to see it 
through, and so are we," she 
explains the success, which may be 
the highest in the state. "Our 
instructors are top notch, and they 
will schedule extra classes and help 
if needed." 

Some graduates are continuing 
their education. Several have opted 
for an RN program; some have 
employers who will pay for the 
additional education. Massachusetts 
Bay offers a one year RN program 
to Shawsheen practical nursing 
graduates.

*Souper Deli owner Phil Cheverie 
last Thursday unveiled a new look 
dnd a lunch and dinner option for 
residents and employees in Wil- 
mington, The Souper Deli, located 
at the Colonial Park Mall on Lowell 
Street, is now the first establishment 
in town to offer a self-serve salad 
bar. 

To go along with the addition of 
food items, Cheverie built a house - 
tight there in the store. Acutally,

In the "front yard” are 10 tables, 
supporting 20 seats and "shaded" 
by umbrellas. The idea is simple: to 
provide a patio atmosphere for 
in-store dining.

Bobby Barrow's new town hall

Bobby Barrows, Robert Hawkins 
Barrows died very suddenly 
September 24, 1964. He was an 
eccentric person, the son of Herbert 

arrows of Wilmington. He and his 

wife Beulah lived in a small home 
gn Woburn Street near Lowell 
Street. A pet raccoon lived with 
them. 
_ Herb. Barrows, the, Number, Qas, 
citizen of Wilmington, was his 
father. For many years he had been 
that Number One citizen, a man 
who had been a selectman and who 
had held other offices. 

When Herb showed up for his 50th 
annual town meeting he received a 
[etter from the Governor of 
Massachusetts which congratulated 
him for never having missed a town 
meeting during those years. 

Herb always had the answer to any 
question concerning town finances, 
asked in the town meeting. When 
Wilmington organized a finance 
committee Herb was on it, He stayed 
there, the chairman until his death. 

The Town Meeting voted 
unanimously, years ago that the 
auditorium of the new high school 
should be known as the Barrows 
Auditorium. 

Herb had been a teacher in 
Reading before the Spanish 
American War, and had married a 
New Hampshire girl. It was she who 
became the mother of Bobby, and 
possibly of a girl who became a 
teacher in Reading, and for whom a 
school is named in that town. 


Sometime about 1892 Herb bought 
a Wilmington farm, located on both 
sides of Lowell Street. There were 
63 acres on the west side, with a 
farmhouse constructed in 1697 and 
a barn. On the east side there were a 
few more acres where Bobby lived 
starting about the time of the first 
World War. 

Like other farmers Herb always 
had many cords of firewood stacked 
up for the winter, and he had a 
power saw. It was that power saw 
which killed Bobby on September 
24,1964. The blade jumped off the 
axle and practically cut Bobby in 
half. 

The first time this writer saw 
Bobby was in late 1916. He was 
driving a Reo truck which belonged 
to Herb, as a school bus. The writer 
was in the first grade of the Walker 
School. His teacher was Gertrude 
Eames, a charming person. 

There was no heater, and only 
canvas flaps to protect the 
passengers from the winter cold 
That was a ride which was never 
forgotten. 

Herb had another truck which 
Bobby drove. The brakes and the 
gear shift were to the driver's left, 
if memory is correct. It ran for 40 
years and was finally sent to a 
museum in Carver, MA. in 1963. 
The late Larry Gildart fixed up that 
truck so that it was just as good as 
new, before it left for the museum. 

Larry had a garage on Main Street 
which is still standing, now empty. 

That truck is now back in

Barrows was his father's farm. He 
never said anything, and he 
continued to work for his father: 

Then, in the 1960's industry began 
to move into Wilmington. One of 
the early firms, Avco, bought the 63 
acres of farmland owned by Herb. 
The price, if memory is correct, 
was $1,000 an acre. 

Bobby watched the first big 
building being erected. "Someday" 
he told those who would listen, 
"Wilmington will have that for its 
biggest town hall!" 

It was a short time later that 
Bobby had his final contact with that 
saw blade. 

AVCO is no longer a part of 
Wilmington. The entire 63 acres, 
buildings old and new, are part of 
Textron, a company which for 
years has been manufacturing 
guidance systems, for the advanced 
weapons systems of the U.S. 
Military, and for the aerospace 
industry. 

Then, on November 22, just a few 
days ago, the U.S. Labor 
Department offered $1.7 million to 
employees of Textron, according to 
the Wall Street Journal. The money 
is intended to make it easier to find 
new jobs, in a civilian industry.

Textron is planning to switch into 
the manufacture of non-defense 
products.

When the former kindergarten 
room at the Trahan School was 
scheduled to host two first grades, 
teachers Trudi Hennemuth and Jo 
Ann Nolan decided to seize the 
opportunity to team teach.

Stone's in the Garden 
Garden Gadget Gifts 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 
Some gardeners are back-to-basic 
purists. They need only a rake, a 
hoe and a good spade to get the most 
out of their garden.Others enjoy all 
the latest and greatest gizmos that 
appear on the market. Personally, I 
fall somewhere in the middle, with 
an interest in traditional tools that 
are efficient and new inventions that 
are practical. All of the products 
described here have been used by 
me and/or other gardening elves. 
Any one of them might earn you a 
Best Santa of the Year Award trom 
your favorite gardener 
1) Gardner's’ Journal; The best 
gardeners keep a notebook or 
journal of their successes and 
failures. Gardener's Journals 
(starting at $10) help to keep weekly 
records of your favorite gardener's 
year. Ten year journals are also 
now available. (A gardening 
notebook given to me by a friend 
inspired this column.) 


2) Pruners: There are so many 
makes and models that it is hard to 
find the best. For any gardener who 
has succumbed to arthritis, you 
might select any one of the 
ratchet-action hand pruners that are 
available at garden centers (under 
$20). The line made by Felco is the 
Cadillac of pruners and those most 
often used by professionals. The 
Felco #8 and #9 are the best for 


general use, and the #9 comes in 
both left and right handed models 
(Around $50 but worth it). 

3) Shovels, spades and trowels: 
Again there are more brands and 
types to select from than can be 
discussed here. In spades and 
shovels. however, look for a 
carbon-steel blade, a "Y" brace 
handle made of ash, and good 
balance. Avoid flimsy neck or 
seams where the blade connects to 
the handle. Two excellent designs 
for the home gardener are the 
poacher's spade and the flower 
shovel. The poacher's spade is a 
cross between a shovel and a flat 
spade. It has a long, slightly 
rounded, thin blade and is perfect 
tor digging around established 
shrubs. The flower shovel is just a 
small version of a standard shovel. 
It is great for transplanting, 
splitting perennials and other 
flower garden work 

4) Garden carts: Forget the wheel 
barrow (mine has tipped over one 
too many times), Garden carts are 
the only way to travel. Lightweight, 
injection molded models are 
available from garden and home 
centers, ("Garden Cart," "Yard 
Kart" under $40). They hold less 
than one cubic yard of material or 
up to about 200 pounds. For the 
serious gardener plywood sided 
carts with pneumatic wheels can 


carry up to 4UU pounds. They cost 
up to $250 and are most often 
available from catalogue sources. 
(Gardener's Eden 800-822-9600, 
Plow and Hearth 800-627-1712). 
There is even a foldable cart made 
of all aluminum construction that is 
perfect for the gardener-on-the-go 
or for those with little storage. 
(Santa brought me one several years 
ago. It works great and goes 
anywhere.) 

5) Oh my aching back...hands, 
knees, back, sunburn...;Easy the 
pain of the gardener on your list 
with sturdy leather work gloves or 
tubber coated mud gloves, Foam 
kneeling pads, strap on knee pads or 
a combination kneeler/seat (plow 
and hearth) can make it easier going 
on back and knees. But don't forget 
the sun screen, garden hat, and 
Farmer's Friend Salve (all $5 to 
$10) as stocking stuffers. 

6) Incidentals: Metal plant 
markers can turn any garden into an 
Arboretum and plastic markers are 
great for the seed starters on your 
list. Bird houses and bird feeders 
bring nature into our gardens. An 
indoor gardener might appreciate a 
glass hyacinth jar to force bulbs in. 
And almost anyone on your list will 
enjoy a house plant. (Just don't leave 
house plants out in Santa's sleigh; 
they need warmth to make it down 
the chimney.)

What's in this name of ours? 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Wilmington, ‘Tewksbury and 
Methuen - were they named for 
towns or villages in England? 

Only Tewksbury: The other two 
towns were named for British 
politicians. The British Tewkesbury 
happens to be a sister community to 
Worcester, where a crucial battle 
was fought in the Civil Wars of the 
1660s. Charles the Second as a 
result had to leave Britain and did 
not regain the throne for some 
years. 

In the early 1700s the heir to the 
throne was named George. He lived 
in Hanover, in the northern part of 
Germany. He spoke no English. His 
son, also named George, could 
speak English and was a busy 
politician. One of the titles he chose 
for himself in England was the 
"Duke of Tewkesbury." 

The Royal Governor of 
Massachusetts was from a seacoast 
town near the Merrimack River. He 
was a Tory, in everything but his 
actual title. He had a brother, 
Samuel Dummer who had moved to 
the Island of Jamaica, and 
established himself with a large 
plantation, equipped with a retinue 
of slaves. 

When Samuel learned that his 
brother was the Governor of 
Massachusetts he sold his plantation, 
and went back to his home 
Province. With him he had 10 
slaves. The year was about 1723. 

Samuel Dummer bought about 
100 acres in the Land of Nod, 
northward of Reading. He had a 
nice home constructed for himself. 
That home was northeasterly of the 
present Harnden Tavern, in North 
Wilmington. 

Dummer was appointed the 
Sheriff of Middlesex County, by his 
brother. The slaves lived on his 
farm, and of course did what the 
slaves of that day were supposed to 
do. 

In 1730 the Land of Nod, and the 


25 years ago 


Voters at a special town meeting 
turned down the proposal for 
acquisition of the Roberts Estate on 
Burlington Avenue for a new high 
school. The vote followed a five and 
a half hour debate. 

A bill filed by Sen. Ron 
MacKenzie would allow tax 
abatements to those over 70 years of 
age even if the assessed valuation of 
their property was as high as 
$30,000.

Samuel Dummer died in 
Wilmington February 6, 1738, in 
his 48th year. His grave is in the 
"old" cemetery, northerly of the 
Wilmington Congregational 
Church.

It began with the return of coach 
Bob Aylward to a field in Westford 
where he coached his first high 
school game and from that week, 
until Saturday's Division 2B Super 
Bowl appearance at Walpole, the 
Tewksbury Memorial High School 
1995 varsity football season re- 
mained nothing short of magical. 

High hopes abounded for this 
team, featuring a host of talented 
seniors and the healthy return of 
Ben Christopher. Few could have 
known just how special it would be. 

Tewksbury captains Christopher, 
Joe Mercer; Ryan Minior and Mike 
Torode would win the coin toss in 
that first game at Westford Acad- 
emy; Tewksbury would go on to 
compile a 10-1 record in the 50-50 
proposition, with only Andover 
guessing correctly before their 
game played at Tewksbury. But the 
10-1 record the Red compiled in 
wins and losses of football games 
this season was hardly a matter left 
to chance, as Aylward and his 
talented ‘staff prepared diligently, 
motivated well and was blessed with 
a hardworking group of, dedicated 
young men poised for great things. 

And on the first play from scrim- 
mage in the first game of this magi- 
cal season, Torode turned and fired 
a quick pass in the right flat to 
Christopher, who cut towards the 
middle -of the field and just kept 
running, just kept making defenders 
miss, 56 yards and into the end 
zone. Junior fullback Tim Lavoie 
scampered in on a pitch right to 
make the score 8-0 just 26 seconds 
into the season 

Perhaps, at this point, Aylward 
wasn't quite confident in his place- 
kicker, Christopher, who wouldn't 
boot his first of a record 35 PATs 
until Tewksbury and senior running 
back Alex Adorno had their second 
touchdown of the season, Christo- 
pher would finish the season with

Central, too, had a down year, but 
not many really knew that at the

tice. 

Andover, before anyone knew 
Tewksbury would be playing them 
next year on Thanksgiving, came to 
town next, and, well, Tewksbury 
blew them out in the first half, scor- 
ing on their first four possessions 
before holding on for a 34-22 win. 
Though Andover was very good, 
very big and had a win over Lowell 
coming into Tewksbury, the win put 
the Red at 3-0, though not neces- 
sarily on the state football map. No, 
the road to respect in the MVC this 
season ran smack through Chelms- 
ford, or through Tewksbury's Dou- 
cette Field with Chelmsford on it. 

Before the big meeting, however, 
Tewksbury had a little housekeep- 
ing in Dracut to take care of, blank- 
ing the Middies 34-0. That done, it 
was bring on the Lions. They came, 
on a Sunday aftérnoon. Tewksbury 
was ready. 

For 40 solid minutes these two 
contenders slugged away at each 
other, with neither blinking through 
ties at 7, 14 and 21. Chelmsford 
running back Jason Bilodeau, be- 
hind his offensive line, pounded 
away at the outgunned Tewksbury 
defense for 226 yards on 32 carries. 
But on a two-point conversion 
attempt that would have put the 
Lions up by a point, first junior Jon

Now, re- 
spect 

Tewksbury had three conference 
games left, all on the road, all at 
night. Billerica, Haverhill, Meth- 
uen. The Red were zoned at this 
point of the on and breezed 
through these games by an aggre- 
gate 89-26, clinching the MVC title 
and accompanying Division 2B Su 
per Bowl berth at Haverhill on a 
rainy night in early November.

If they're not moving past me at 

fthe moment, then what time DID 
they move through here? 

At dawn? I've been sitting here 
since a half-hour before sunrise and 
there hasn't been a crackle of leaves 
or the snap of a twig. Nothing. 

At dusk? I spent last night in this 

» same spot, with the same result. Not 
a thing moving except a squirrel 
with a death wish, But the tracks on 
the groung) are proof positive that 
deer came through. And recently. 
These tracks were made within the 
last 24 hours. The deer were here. 

But when? That's the key! What 
time did they come through? 

. I'm on to something here — I'm 
sure of it — but what?

If he was snoozing nearby, and I 
mean the immediate area, he might 
have been walking for all of five 
minutes before we startled the day- 
lights, out each other. But the area 
didn't favor deer bedding, at least 
not by my reckoning. Too open, 
with a couple of access routes but 
no real cover. I doubt he was bed- 
ded that close to the feeding area. 
Nah. He was sleeping elsewhere. 

If his bedding spot was more than 
a hundred yards away, he must've 
gotten out of bed in broad daylight 
to make it there before dark. Aha! 

Deer have two speeds: As slow as 
molasses, or Warp Factor 9. They 
either stroll along, nibbling at twigs 
and stopping every three steps to 
listen, or they're a brown blur with 
afterburners. No middle. 

If that's the case, factoring in the 
deer's slow strolling speed and the 
distance between bed and breakfast, 
then what time did he leave, to get 
to the chow hall by sunset? 

Depending upon the distance (I'm 
guesstimating here) that deer must 
have gotten up as early as 3 o'clock, 
in full daylight, to cover that much 
distance at a slow saunter. But deer 
don't move in daylight, do they? 

I'm starting to think that perhaps 
they do indeed! In full sunlight! 

Now, if the distance between bed 
and breakfast is fairly long, what 
time do they cut through this area 
I'm guarding for no good reason? 

Midmorning? Noon? Late in the 
day? If they're moving only after 
dark, I surrender. Game over. But 
if they have a long distance to cover 
by nightfall, they'll be coming by at 
any time, around the clock. 

Traditionally, deer hunters take 
up station before sunrise, then wait 
for dawn to arrive. Then, they'll

Ergo, hunters take themselves out 
of action from 10 a.m. until 2 p.m. 
Gone. Out of the woods 

If the hunters are working close 
to where the deer are bedding down 
for the day, the morning should be 
the best time. The deer should be 
returning to their beds after a night 
of revelry. I didn't see a thing at the 
feeding spot in the morning, which 
Téads meé to think they left sometime 
in the middle of the night to make 
their way to bed before daylight.

feeding spot, I suspect sunset would 
be the hottest time. The deer want 
to arrive there right at sunset, or a 
little before, to spend the night. 

But this trail I'm sitting beside 
may be the midpoint in their travel 
route. They could be coming past 
here in the middle of the night, or 
during the peak of the day. My best 
guess is that they passed through in 
broad daylight — in the heat of the 
day ~ when all of the hunters are 
taking. a break and waiting for the 
“busy time" of sunset. 

If this theory proves true perhaps 
hunters should spend all day sitting 
on their stands, instead of working 
only the dawn and dusk shifts. I 
have a funny feeling there might be 
deer drifting by in broad daylight, 
not at the “traditional” times. 


And here's another factor: this is 
a lousy year for acorns, so the deer 
are ranging far and wide in search 
of food. This year, they may be out 
and about at any time, day or night.

The Massachusetts shotgun deer 
season runs until a half-hour after 
sunset on Saturday, December 9. 
Please be careful, and good luck. 
Archers may continue bowhunting 
in the shotgun season, but they're 
required to wear a blaze orange hat 
and vest, and the deer must have 
antlers. The deer harvest then skips 
a week, and for three brief days the 
muzzleloader crowd gets a crack at 
the herd. No bowhunting during 
the muzzleloader season, though.

Cass said that the companies 
research shows an average 
response time of four minutes. 

Care Line, New England, is 
primarily a Massachusetts com- 
pany. However, the parent com- 
pany, Laidlaw, which bought 
Care Line of Ervine, California, 
also has an operation in 
Connecticut. At present the 
whole company is in 11 states. 

Life Line has been providing 
medical transport to Wakefield, 
which was the first municipal 
contract for the company, and 
other North Shore communities 
for over 15-years. 

The company was first start- 
ed by Larry Camerlin, who was 
not available for an interview, in 
the late 1970's. 

Fire Chief David Parr and 
Police Lieutenant John MacKay 
recall that Camerlin first 
approached the Town in 1980.

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‘New zoning 
district for 
elder living?’ 

“A new zoning district exclu- 
sively for elderly living has 
come up for discussion in 


Tewksbury,” notes the 
Tewksbury edition of the “Town 
Crier.” 


“Town Manager David 
Cressman ... described the new 
zoning district for those age 55 
and older, but no timetable has 
been set to bring the proposal 
before voters. For now, the pro- 
posed zoning district is simply 
open to discussion. 

“Cressman said the new dis- 
trict allows for a range of elder- 
ly living options on one parcel of 
land. He said his mother lives in 
such an all-inclusive elderly liv- 
ing facility in Pennsylvania. 

“According to the town man- 
ager, the proposed zone would 
allow for a nursing home, assist- 
ed living and ‘standard’ living 
quarters, recreational facilities 
and even a limited commercial 
area, for restaurants or shop- 
ping, on a single parcel. If a res- 
ident's medical condition were 
to deteriorate, he said, it would 
be a simple trip across the park-

“The proposed zone would 
allow a maximum of nine beds 
per acre for assisted living quar- 
ters, six units per acre for living 
units with no age restrictions, 10 
beds per acre for the nursing 
home portion of the land. Up to 
two percent of the gross square 
footage could be set aside for 
commercial uses ....” 

The proposal is based upon a 
similar mix-and-match elderly 
zoning district now in use in 
Winchester, and the Tewksbury 
Planning Board will be dis- 
cussing the issue in the future 
but, at this point, there are no 
plans to bring it up at the May 
Annual Town Meeting.

Cass said. 

He noted that the company 
has the highest retention rate of 
any company in the business. 

According to Cass, the aver- 
age experience of the dispatch- 


ers is five years. 

He explained that many 
young people join the company 
while awaiting positions in med- 
ical school programs or on local 
police and fire departments 
They tend to stay with the com- 
pany because of the pay scale, 
variety of work, and the quality 
of the equipment that is provid- 
ed 


According to Cass, the sale to 
Care Line came about in 
December, 1993, because of the 
changing face of health care 
and the new economics of the 

business. 

4 He said that the economics 
did not mean cuts but the ability 
{: to pour more money into train- 
ing and equipment updates. 

This becomes an important 
: factor with the cuts in Medicare 
} and the rate freezes being pre- 

dicted over the next seven years. 

“Who knows what the system 
will be like in the next seven 
years,” Cass said. “These are 

| kind of scary times.” 

Now that the company is part 

* of Laidlaw it is one of the two 
largest medical transport 

‘ providers in the country. The 
other is a former Boston based 

* company, American Medical 
Response, now based in Denver, 
Colorado. 

Cass explained that the size 
of the company allows it to 
make better deals with insur- 
ance providers and to get higher 
discount rates with medical sup- 
ply providers. 

According to Cass, the com- 
pany enjoys quite a bit of auton- 
omy from Laidlaw, especially 
because of the regulations in 
Massachusetts. 

Care Line runs 125 vehicles 
out of its Wakefield and 
Lawrence hubs. The Wakefield 
hub has 50 vehicles assigned to 
it 
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The company has 550 employ- 
ees in Massachusetts. 

Cass is particularly proud of 
the fact that the MacWrench 
maintenance program practiced 
at the two hubs has allowed the 
fleet to travel over two million 
miles since February, without a 
critical maintenance problem 
(one that would keep an ambu- 
lance from responding to an 
emergency call). 

According to Cass, the main- 
tenance program is so extensive 
that by the time a vehicle has 
gone 50,000 miles every part has 
been replaced. 

The company has purchased 
25 new vehicles in the past two 
years, At present the oldest 
vehicle is a 1991. 

Cass said that modern equip- 
ment is another concern of the 
company. 

“If there is a new life pack on 
the market, we get it first,” Cass 
said. 

He explained that the compa- 
ny doesn't purchase a piece of 
equipment just because it is 
new. Many times an equipment 
manufacturer will send the 
equipment to Care Line to be 
tested. 

Those tests are done by a 
clinical service department 
before a piece is allowed into 
service. 

“We wouldn't let anything on 
the street until it meets our clin- 
ical service approval,” Cass 
said. 

Education of employees is 
another critical concern of the 
company. 

According to Cass, people at 
Care Line did not know what 
was going to happen when 
Laidlaw took over the company. 
He noted that big sigh of relief 
was let out when the first thing 
that happened was an increase 
in the training budget. 

Cass said that the training is 
so extensive that the company is 
applying to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts to become the 
first ambulance service to be a 
teaching institution. 

At present the cost for a per- 
son to become a certified EMT 
is $12,000.

Cass explained that a new 
hire to the company is already 
certified but receives another 14 
hours of training before being 
put on the road. This training 
includes driver education, feder- 
al Occupational Safety and 


Health Agency (OSHA) regula- 
tions, marketing and clinical 
expectations of the company. 

The employee then goes 
through a 90-day probation peri- 
od working with a senior 
employee. The probationer then 
receives a review before being 
placed on full employment. 

The training does not stop 
there. Aside from the annual 
certification requirements for 
the EMT and para-medic status, 
the company also puts every 
employee through a clinical 
training review. 

If the employee is found 
wanting in an area of expertise, 
perhaps because it has not been 
called on for use, the employee 
is taken from the road and 
placed in a hospital clinical situ- 
ation to receive training in the 
needed area. 

“We take education to a new 
level,” Cass said. “It is a tradi- 
tion that was started under 
Camerlin.” 

Cass said that Care Line is 
also providing free services that 
no other company in the area is 
providing. One of these is a rov 
ing patrol that is presently oper- 
ating in Malden, Medford and 
Revere. It will soon be coming to 
Melrose, Saugus and Wakefield 

The program calls for a team 
of para-medics to be roaming in 
a Ford Bronco. The team can 
respond to calls as a separate 
party when needed. 

They might or might not 
arrive first, but one member of 
the team can join the two mem 
ber ambulance team in provid 
ing service leaving a third per. 
son to drive. 

At present all the ambulance 
units are hooked up by a radio 
system that is the most modern 
available. However, two techno: 
logical improvements are about 
to happen. 

The first of these is a digital 
radio service that clears up any 
call so that messages can be 
delivered distinctly no matter 
how far the sender and receiver 
are apart, or the type of geogra- 
phy that separates them. The 
system was first developed by 


the Israeli army for delivery of 
coded messages. 

The second development has 
come as the result of a joint 
venture between Care Line and 
Micro Soft Corporation. 

The venture will provide com- 
puters for every vehicle. This 
should be completed by the end 
of 1996. 

The computers will show the 
maps that appear on screens in 
front of the dispatchers allowing 
the drivers a clearer under- 
standing of where they are 
going. 

This will be especially helpful 
in some rural areas, new service 
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areas, or areas like Wakefield 
which is seeing several new 
streets due to development. 

Cass noted that Care Line 
does not just provide free med- 

ical transport services to the 
communities, but also provides 
training in Cardio-Pulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR), first 
responder (basic first aid) and 
other areas. 

All the services are free to 
the communities. When possible 
the patient will pay costs under 
their insurance or Medicaid cov- 
erage. However, Cass notes that 
in larger communities many 
people are transported free of 
charge. 

One complaint that Cass 
hears frequently is that a larger 
company means slower response 
time. 

He responds that his research 
shows an average of four min- 
utes response. The best time is 
in Melrose because of the size of 
the city and the central location 
of the hospital. 

Cass said that Malden 
requires a response of under six 
minutes an average of 90 per- 
cent of the time. 

He notes that the company 
has an average of 95 percent 
compliance with all communi- 
ties, 

Cass also said that the aver- 
age response time across the 
country is as much as nine min- 
utes.

“Organizers who want to 
establish a community center 
for Lynnfield’s youth will be 
preparing an FY’97 budget 
request to cover administrative 
costs,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Viliager.” 

“Selectman Kathleen Caron 
said the group will request in 
the area of $30,000 for the salary 
of a director for the proposed 
youth center. The request will 
likely come under the 
Recreation Commission budget.” 

Students, according to the 
“Villager,” would sponsor 
fundraisers to finance activities 
at the center, such as pool, ping- 
pong and guest speakers. They 
would also maintain the space. 

The committee, according to 
Caron in the “Villager,” is look- 
ing at a start-up date of July 1, 
1996 and a one-year trial period 
for the program whose opera- 
tion would be similar to that of 
the Lynnfield Senior Center.

“White Man’s Burden” star- 
ring John Travolta, Harry 
Belafonte, Tom Bower, Margaret 
Avery, Kelly Lynch.

Desmond Nakano wrote and 
directed this flick in order to 
provoke his audience. He took a 
“what if” scenario and turned 
today’s racial problems around 
by 180 degrees. White men are 
in the minority, and it is African 
Americans who hold all the 
money and power cards. 
Unfortunately, the telling is 
nothing to get excited abut. 

Once Nakano put the idea 
across, he just let it lie there. 
There is no depth to this tale, it 
never probes past the surface. 
The characters are all two- 
dimensional and the story 
explores no new ground. In fact, 
it feels rather dated. 

There would be very little 
reason to watch this film if not 
for the compelling performance 
of John Travolta as an unem- 
ployed factory worker. We know 
exactly where his character is 
going, but Travolta plays him as 
more than just another angry 
man. Confusion, pain, and digni- 
ty are all a part of his perfor- 
mance. It’s as if Travolta, and 
not Nakano, added an element 
of emotion to this picture. 

Another surprise is Kelly 
Lynch as Travolta’s first wife. 
Her presence is stronger and 
more tangible here than in any- 
thing else she’s done. It is Harry 
Belafonte who is disappointing. 
Though his performance exudes 
the sophistication and power of 
someone accustomed to being in 
charge, his mumbling is an 
enormous problem. So much so 
that you spend half the time 
wondering what he said instead

Peer mediators 
finish training 

Responding to a climate 
where it’s far too easy for an 
insult to turn into a fight, 16 
Woburn High School students 
are piloting a peer mediation 
program this year. 

High school teacher Joe 
Maltacea is heading the group - 
selected from more than 50 
applicants - which hopes to help 
students resolve conflicts before 
they escalate. 

Having recently completed 
three days of peer mediation 
training, the students will deal 
with problems such as rumors, 
hitting, screaming, belittling, 
fights, verbal abuse, and inci- 
dents involving possible issues 
of prejudice. The cases will be

“Landlord's Handbook” 


The time has come for 
Massachusetts landlords to take 
control of their rental property.” 
Those words are the impetus 
behind a newly published book 
by North Reading attorney 
Joseph P. DiBlasi. It’s entitled: 
“The Massachusetts Residen- 
tial Landlord's Handbook - 
Taking Control of Your 
Property.” 

The Handbook, printed and 
released this month, fills a large 
need in the market for informa- 
tion for residential landlords. 

Explaining his decision to 
write the book, Attorney 
DeBlasi states, “I have repre- 
sented many clients who were 
misguided in their roles as resi- 
dential landlords. They were not 
knowledgeable about the Mass- 
achusetts laws and regulations 
that govern their duties and 
obligations. Unfortunately, when 
they finally decided to consult 
with an attorney, it was too late, 
as many of their prior omissions 
and mistakes could not be recti- 
fied.” 

DiBlasi states that after 
researching into the matter fur- 
ther, he came to understand why 
landlords commonly were in the 
dark. “There is an undeniable 
lack of information out there for 
them. Tenants, on the other 
hand, may obtain publications 
from the Attorney General’s 
Office and other organizations 
to inform them of their rights 
and the landlord’s duties. 
Furthermore, tenants, if they 
qualify, may be entitled to free 
legal representation.” 

The Handbook informs the 
landlord as to his or her rights 
and obligations under Massa- 
chusetts law from before the 
inception of the tenancy through 
the eviction proceedings. It con- 
tains approximately 140 pages, 
divided into seven chapters, cov- 
ering topics such as the pre- 
occupancy certificates; the lead 
paint law; the role of the real 
estate agent; the rental applica- 
tion; credit checks; discrimina- 


tion in housing; the tenancy-at- 
will versus the lease; the securi- 
ty deposit and the last month's 
rent deposit; the responsibilities

of each party regarding the 
maintenance and care of the 
unit; the state Sanitary Code; 
raising the rent; the notice to 
quit; summary process; the ten- 
ant’s defenses and counter- 
claims; and moving the tenant 
out. 

In the introduction, DiBlasi 
gears the Handbook toward the 
non-professional landlord. “The 
Handbook is _ specifically 
designed for smaller landlords 
who own and rent units that 
number only in the single digits. 
Owner-occupiers will find thig 
book most useful. These small- 
scale landlords do not have the 
luxury of professional property 
managers to oversee their busi- 
ness matters. A no-paying or 
problem tenant to these land- 
lords can be devastating,” he 
said. The Handbook is written 
in easy to understand, non- 
legalese words. It contains 
numerous practical tips scat 
tered throughout the pages and 


contains many real-life exam 
ples. In addition, an appendix 
provides 25 documents and 
forms that are very useful to tHe 
landlord 

Although DiBlasi stron, 
urges landlords to consult 
an attorney at the earliest stage 
possible once a problem aris¢s, 
he realizes that many landlords, 
for financial or other reasons, 
choose to handle the matt 
themselves. It is his hope that 
the Handbook will serve as tl 
do-it-yourselfer’s tool. 

“It is my objective that read- 
ers of this Handbook wil 
become better informed, morg 
effective, and, as a result, more 
profitable landlords.”
